Russian Forces. 
The much discussed Russian expe- 


dition which is reported.to be on the 
way to the Bulgarian coast, now esti- 
mated at 200,000 men, have not been 
heard from again. There are recur- 
rent reports, however, of further bom- 
bardment, of Bulgarian ports. 
This may mean that further artil- 
lery preparation is necessary before 
the Russians attempt to get a foot- 
hold on the coast. 


At Dardanelles. ' 


At the Dardanelles, the British are 
blowing renewed activity. They are 
hammering the Turks with artillery, 
supported with such ships of the a>- 
lied fleet as are not engaged against 
Bulgaria. 


Planting Severe. 
Rome, Nov. l.^-The. jlghting.. be- 
tween Serbians and Bulgarians in the 
Timok valley 'has h'een desperate.' A 
Bucharest dispatch to a Milan news- 
paper, • says the third Bulgarian regi- 
ment of infantry waa almost destroy- 
ed, only fifty men surviving. Public 
buildings and barracks at Widen, Bul- 
garia, are filled with wounded men 
This paper also states that 20,000 Ser- 
bians have taken refuge in Roumanla.

SHOCKS RECORDED 


Series of Earth Tremors Lasting for 


Three Hours Indicate Disturbance

aevere earth shocks were

three hours. The first shock was 
felt at 2:40 a. m. The main phase of 
all the shock was felt at 3:24 o'clock, 
the tremors .dying1 away at 5:21. The 
disturbance is roughly estimated 
to

4,000 miles from 
Washington.

Rev. Francis J. Tendorf, 
the selsmological observer, said the

He said he 
believed congress- should appropriate 
and put into the hands of this board 
$50,000,000 for. the building of .a naval 
auxiliary. These, he asserted, should 
be merchant ships of a new design,' to 
be used in times of peace in further- 
ing our trade relations with foreign 
countries. He declared that these 
vessels should be built as quickly, as 
lossible and by their use the United 
itates will increase its share of the 
wortcs ^rade. He deplored the fact 
that practically all our trade in the 
past has been carried in foreign ' bot- 
toms. 
."We aie paying to foreign steam- 
ship lino, more than $300,000,000 per 
year, when by having our own ships 
we could pay them for th'is service, 
build up a. merchant marine which 
will profit our people in time of peace 
and serve our country in time of war," 
declared Secretary McAdoo. • 
The secretary pointed out that this 
scheme wnuid be opposed by some 
because of the fact that this mer- 
qhant marine-naval auxiliary would 
be in competition with private enter- 
prises.

THE STREET TAX. 


The taxpayers of the city apparently 


fail to realize that by the passage of 
the proposed ordinance doing away 
Vlth the various ward divisions 'in the 
street improvement tax, making it 
either one or two districts instead of 
five, that three-eighths of a mill on 
every dollar raised for this purpowi 
can be saved his pocketbooK. Instead 
making the tax for this purpose one 
and three-eighths mills the 
council 


discovers that by lumping the sums 
raised they can get along and have 
sufficient money for all purposes by 
.making the tax but one mill. Think 
of the saving In the aggregate? Stop 
and consider it and then realize thaC 
this is not a movement to take away 
any of the prerogatives of the poli- 
tician, not a political move, but a di- 
rect saving to the pocketbooks of ev- 
ery taxpayer in the city.

THE PEABODY FIRE. 


In the every day rush of the busi- 


ness world, the tales or the war and 
of the financial gains and losses, the 
lesson taught by the Peabody school 
fire must not be lost sight of. It is a 
matter of national importance. Al- 
ready ihe mothers 
of the 
Beloit 


school children have invoked official 
aid in safeguarding the lives of their 
dear ones by a rigid inspection of the 
Beloit schools and other cities might 
well do likewist. That a similar in- 
defensible sacrifice of children is pos- 
sible in Wisconsin 
schools is the 


statement of Sidney J. M'illiams, chief 
budding inspector for the Wisconsin 
Industrial Commission. Mr. Williams 
goes further and issues the following 
official statement which is well worth 
considering. 


"This disaster is likely to be dupli- 


cated in Wisconsin at any time. The 
Massachusetts catastrophe took place 
in a building which was no better than 
hundreds of school buildings in Wis- 
consin, and other states. 
The Pea- 


body fire started in the boiler room, 
or some other part of the basement. 
A majority of our school basements 
have wooden ceilings: most of them 
have wooden partitions, and 
many 


contain accumulations of rubbish, In 
which a fire may start. T.'ie Peabody 
fire spread rapidly because floors and 
stairways were of wood. Practically 
all our school buildings, except some 
of the -"fwer ones, have wooden floors 
and stairways. 


"At Peabody the fire drill broke 


down in the hour of need. Many of 
our schools liave good fire drills; many 
do not. 
Tha 
chilaren at Peabody 


rushed down the stairways in panic 
and became jammed behind a door. 
Since this was the main door of the 
building it Is not probable that It was 
locked. 
It was more likely one of 


those most 
dangerous of traps—a 


double door with one side bolted. This 
kind of door was also largely responsi- 
ble for the Collinwood tragedy. There 
are hundreds of such double doors in 
Wisconsin. 


"The industrial commission, under 


legislative mandate, is endeavoring to 
remove these dangerous conditions as 
fast as its limited resources will per- 
mit. 
We now have a state building 


code, which will make 
all schools 


hereafter constructed much safer than 
the school at Peabody. If schools are 
three stories high they must be of 
fireproof construction and even two- 
story schools 
must have fire-proof 


boiler rooms. 


"For existing buildings there is also 


a set of regulations which, if carried 
out. 
would largely prevent the possi- 


bility of a fatal fire. These rules pro- 
vide, among other things, for 
suffi- 
cient exits, doors swinging outward, 
protection of heating apparatus, Ore 
extinguishers and fire alarms. It will 
take several months before all the 
schools can be visited. It is not neces- 
sary, however, for any town to wait 
for state inspection. Every fire chief 
has a copy of the rules and is author- 
ized to enforce them. Any school offi- 
cial or citizen, by reading the rules, 
can easily see whether they are being 
complied with. 


"The commission just recently is- 


sued a pamphlet entitled, 'Fire "Pro- 
tection in schools,' setting forth com- 
mon points of danger. In addition to 
protective 
measures, 
every 
school 


should have a first-class fire alarm 
system and frequent fire drills. Three 
story 
non-fireproof 
schools 
should 


have automatic sprinklers 
in . the 


basement in order to prevent sucli 
fires as that which occurred at Pea- 
body. Most of all, school authorities 
should insist on 'good housekeeping' 
on the janitor's part. Papers, ashes, 
and rubbish should be properly cared 
for; 
doors, stairways, and fire escapes 


should be unobstructed and the build- 
ing should be kept generally in a clean 
and orderly condition:"

writes, "is. obviously in childless mar- 
riages. Find out where marriages are 
childless and we may find out where 
the remedy lies.

arice as some of the causes; 
they 
have accordingly proposed as reme- 
dies the suppression of vice, censor 
ship of literature, prohibition of alco- 
hol, 
public aid to large families with 
relief from military duties, ensured 
employment, lighter taxes on fathers 
and heavier burdens on 
bachelors 
and childless married men. 


> "All these methods are good as far 
as they go; all should b'e tried since 
every man who loves his country can- 
not be indifferent to the growth of a 
real vice, amounting to a social dis- 
ease, which imperils not only the pros- 
perity but the existence of a'nation.
